one of the Winans’ carriages, and seven or eight 
gentlemen occupied a hght carriage which hada 
mast and sail On the excursion out to the Via- 
luct, these two carriag: s were drawn by one horse 
with the greatest ease at the rate of thirteen miles 
an hour In the mean time a train of four carri 

ages had been filed with passengers the total 
number of whom, as nearly as could be ascertain- 
ed. was little if any short of one hundred and fifiy! 
To this train a single Avrse only was attached, who 
drew his immense load estimated to weigh pas- 
sengers and carriages included, upwards of Afteen 
tonx—at the rate of six miles an hour! Ouly two 
of the carriages were on Winans’ construction, the 
other two, which were the largest and heaviest, be- 
ing without the advantage of friction wheels. 
Phis is, we believe tie greatest load which has yet 
been drawn on this Road by a single horse, and the 
exhibition was well calculated to excite, as it re- 
ally did. the astonishment of all who witnessed it. 
On the return from the Viaduct, the carriage con- 
taining the Members of Congress started alone, 
leaving its convoy to make the best of its way back 
by means of the sail. This the latter effected, but 
it was only at a moderate speed, the wind being not 
favourable. We learn that in the morning, how- 
ever, an experiment was made with the sail, when 
the carriage was propelled with very great veloci- 
ty. The rete of speed at which the Members re- 
turned was fifteen mics an hour. Weare inclin-

The Vincixia Coxvention has at length ad- 
journed. after making a Constitution, by a final vote 
of fifty-five to forty-one delegates. ‘Tnhe section re- 
lating to the Judiciary Department was amended, 
on Wednesday, so as to give power to the Legis- 
lature to repeal any law establishing the Courts, 
but providing the Judges should hold their offices, 
unless two-thirds of the Legislature concurred in 
removing them. ‘The new Constitution provides 
an advisory Council to the Governor, to consist of 
three members, and gives the election of Governor 
and Council to the Legislature. 

State Bank of N Carclina —At the late session 
of the Legislature of North Carolina, an act was 
passed ‘“‘to enable the State Bank to wind up 
gradually and to fix a uniform rate of collection.” 
This bill extends the Charter of the Bank (which 
would otherwise have expired in the year 1835) to 
the vear 1858 in order to enable the Bank to call 
inthe debts due, gradually and by instalments, se 








that the collection thereof may be as little op- 
| pressive to the people as the nature of the case and 
| the interests of the Corporation will admit. After 
ithe Stist day of December, 1834 the Directors are 
| ebsolutely forbidden. on any pretence to make any 
| new loan or discount whatsoever. Various other 
| provisions are contained in the act, all tending to 
| the same end of honestly and safely winding up the 
| affairs of the Bank ‘The bank bas determined to 
| receive its own stock in payment of debts due to it, 
| at the rate of 75 per centum on its par value.

| Uncommon Desf te —By the Amethyst, says 
| the Boston Patr ot goods are receive here, orders 
| for which were sent by the 16th November pack- 
jet from New York. In 62 days, therefore orders 
from this country are executed in England, the 
goocs shipped and received here, which is truly 
very great despatch in the winter season. We re- 
ceived a reply to a letter sent to Liverpool by the 
Dover, but 48 days having elasped between des- 
patching the letter hence and receiving a reply. 

Lynn Massachusetts —The population of Lyna 
is over 5090, nearly all of whom are supported by 
the shee business. From 1,200 000 to 1,400,000 
pair of shoes are made annually in the town of an 
average value of 75 cents per pair, making nearly 
1,000,000 dollars. The females of the town earp 
more than 6,000 dollars annually by binding and 
ornament'ng shoes.— Millions of low priced fancy 
shoes have been sent to South America, ar] sold 
at a profit. — 

News Papers in N. York.—In the city of New 
York are ten daily papers, averaging 185) at each 
publication, and making a weekly aggregate of 
111,000 sheets; seven published twice a week, of 
1800 each or 25000 weekly; and sixteen oncea 
week, averaying 3150, and printing 42 000 copies: 
making a grand total of 188,000 sheets in a week. 

Commerce of N York —The arrivals at New 
York from foreign ports, in the year 1829, accorde 
ing to a statement in the American were 356 ships, 
26 barques, 591 brigs, 320 schooners, 8 sloops: 
total 1310—with 16,064 passengers. In 1823, the 
arrivals were 1277, with 19 025 passengers.
